Calgary, Alta. — The wild land tax 
collected in Alberta last year amount- 
ed to $429,688 and the amount col- 
lected on the increment tax was $102,- 
684. Under the supplementary reye- 
nue act, $613,269.47 was paid to the 
government and $997,328.94 is _ still 
owing. The amount of money esti- 
mated to be collected under this act 
was $1,000,000. The patriotic 
was paid $800,000 of this fund and 
$55,808.08 was granted for other pat- 
riotic purposes.

Able to Announce Complete Occupa- 
tion of Territory 

London, — Gen, Sir Edmund Allen- 
by, G.C.B., G.C.M.G., commander in 
chief Egyptian expeditionary force, is 
the first allied commander pn any 
front who has had the extreme satis- 
faction of stating in his final dispatch 
that his operations had resulted in the 
total destruction of the enemy armies 


opposed to him and the complete oc-/ 


cupation of the territory he was sent 
to liberate. 

In the beginning of 
1918, the Turkish forces in Palestine 
numbered 4,000° sabres, 32,000 rifles, 


and 400 guns, and were disposed in}

Saskatchewan Ranks Second and

Edmonton, Alta. — According to 
official figures specially furnished the 
U, S. consulate at Edmonton the to- 
tal number of Americans that have 
taken up residente in the province of 
Alberta since 1905, including five 
months of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093, In 1905 the province 
of Alberta was organized, and statis- 
tical information has been kept since 
that date of the immigration into the 
three provinces — Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, Saskatchewan 
ranks second with 226,330 immigrants, 
and Manitoba third, with only 78,788. 
The largest immigration into Alberta 
from the United States came in 1909- 
10, and numbered 34,663; the smallest 
in 1918-19, numbered. 5,613.

Justice everywhere cried, “An eye 
for an eye,” “A tooth for a tooth,” 
“Blood jfor blood, and the avenger 
of blood was charged with the duty

In order that 
the innocent be protected and mercy 
shown to the unfortunate and yet 
justice bey done the cities of refuge 
were authorized, It was not a 
scheme by which the criminal was 
screened from justice, but a provision 
vhereby the innocent was protected. 
2. Regulations Touching the Cities 
of Refuge (20:4-6). 

1, The right of entrance not to be 
denied (v. 4). It was obligatory upon 
the rulers of the city to admit upon 
demand the one who fled hither, 
pending a trial which would disclose 
the fact as to whether the crime had 
been intentional or not. 

2. The security of the one who en- 
jtered the city (v. 5). The rulers of 
/the city did not dare to deliver the 
{man slayer to'the avenger of blood 
for punishment until a fair trial had 
been given; neither could the aven- 
‘ger cross over the threshold of the 
‘city to touch a hair of the one who

3. The right of fair trial (v. 6). 
This provision of mercy made it so 
that the refugee could be safe while 
careful investigation was made as to 
whether he had killed “unwittingly” 
or by wicked purpose. If it should be 
proved that the man was guilty of 
murder he was delivered over by the 
authorities to the avenger of blood 
that justice might be done.

All 
jhave sinned and are exposed to the 
wrath of God, therefore if any be 
saved a place of safety must be pro- 
vided in Christ. (2) This provision 
was by divine appointment. “Of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus,” (1 Cor, 1:30). 
(3) The cities were accessible to all. 
They were so distributed that where- 
ever the unfortunate circumstance 
should occur the slayer could flee to 
the city before being overtaken, 
Christ is not far off. The Bible 
shows what great effort God makes 
to save men, (4) The one who fied 
to the city was secure, The avenger 
did not dare cross over the threshold 
of the city. Every one who is in 
Christ is secure. No one can lay any 
thing to the charge of God's elect. 


(5)-The individual must flee to the 
city, The manslayer would be ex- 
nosed to danger if he remained at 


home or outside of the city. The sin- 
ner, if he would be saved, must come 
to Christ. There is no place of safety 
for those who remain away, The safe- 
ty in Christ is even more vital than 
that in these cities. To him the 
guilty can flee with the assurance of 
safety.

New Mines Opened 


Output of Coal in Alberta 
creasing 

Edmonton. Alta, — 
ing figures have been compiled by 
John T. Stirling, chief inspector of 
mines for Alberta, showing the output 
of coal in the province during the 
past year and showing its relation to 
that produced in all Canada. During 
the year the, consumption of coal in 
Canada was 37,237,065 tons, of which 
22,057,065 tons were imported from 
the United States and of that 2,559,- 
041 tons were imported into Western 
Canada, 

During the year 6,148,620 tons of 
coal were produced in Alberta, 100,- 
470 tons of briquettes, 32,858 tons of 
coke and 9,898 tons of shale for the 
making of bricks, There -were 7,687 
tons of bricks sold, There were, dur- 
ing the year 1918, 317 coal mines in 
operation in the province of Alberta, 
and two copper ore mines and two 
shale mines, r ; 

Seventy new mines were opened 
during the year, also as well as nine 
which wefe re-opened, Offsetting this 
to a certain extent were 71 
abandoned, 

It is interesting to note that to 
operate these’ mines on an average 
2,633 persons above ground and 6,144 
persons below ground were employ- 
ed,
